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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The limitation regarding data frame 
encapsulation/decapsulation is broadly interpreted by the Examiner to have a general accepted term common in the art as "the grouping of 
data and operations upon that data into a single object." Chapter 7 of IEEE 801.11 (1999) is the format of how data should be 
encapsulated. The difference between the 801.11 (1999) and the 801. 11i, is specifically the encapsulation of the protected part of the 
frame, ie. the security encryption to protect the data payload along with related information such as sequence control information. 802.1 1 i 
is drafted to address the security issues/gaps found from the 802.1 1 (1999). The difference between the two is the encapsulation process 
of the protected part of the data frame. Otherwise, there is data frame encapsulation/decapsulation in both standards. [Both are referring to 
the same standard wireless networking protocol, 802.1 1 ; 802.1 1 1 is just an updated/amended version to address the security gaps of the 
old standard 802.1 1 (1999).] [Unless Applicant's "encapsulation/decapsulation" is different from the above interpretation, it must be clearly 
defined in the limitations what the Applicant's "encapsulation/decapsulation" process is.] 

In Beach, par 0111, the functions regarding roaming/association/retransmission is interpreted to be associated with the Applicant's 
connection-setup. The remaining functions which then include functions that are associated with the encapsulation of the data frames, 
such as header generation/parsing, WEP encryption/decryption, and etc. are placed on the MAC engine. The MAC engine is associated 
with the Applicant's "single-purpose hardware." 
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
